Thcsc  four  words, 
if  accepted  in  their  fullest  signifieence,  will  cover  tlie  qualities  of  the 
Hartman  Manufacturing  Co.'s  Steel  Picket  Fence. 

Graceful  in  outline,  and  presenting  an  appearance  of  solidity  and 
substance,  yet  it  docs  not  olistruct  from  the  view,  the  la\^■n  which  it 
protects;  hence  its  ukautv.

It  is  easily  and  cpiickly  put  up  and  so  constructed  as  to  avoid  that 
continual  necessity  of  repairing  broken  hinges,  latches,  lost  pickets,  etc., 
which  is,  to  say  the  least,  so  annoying.

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SPEAR  TOP  STEEL  PICKET  FENCE. 


The  Standard  Galvanized  37-inch  "Spear  Top"'  Steel  Picket  Fence  is  shown  on 
opposite  page  (Fig.  i)  as  erected  with  our  Steel  Posts  and  Top  Rail.  Being  equally 
well  adapted  for  Wood  Posts  and  Wood  Top  Rail,  with  no  unsightly  bottom  rails  or 
base  boards  to  rot  or  obstruct  the  view.  It  is  universally  pronounced  the  neatest, 
cheapest,  and  most  durable  ornamental  fencing  made. 

We  make  from  24  inches  to  4  feet  in  height,  varying  by  6  inches,  but  the  Standard 
size  of  this  style  is  37  inches  high,  pickets  from  No.  6j4.  wire,  less  than  3  inches  apart, 
held  by  6  two-strand  cables  of  No.  12  wire,  all  thoroughly  galvanized  there- 
fore, can  not  rust  and  will  never  require  painting. 

g^^The  price  for  painting  ordinary  wood  picket  fence  with  two  coats  of  good 
paint  equals  in  many  towns,  therefore,  the  entire  cost  of  our  Galvanized  Steel  Picket 
Fence.

ROUND  TOP  PICKET  FENCE. 


Our  Standard,  (Style  B),  and  Extra  Heavy,  (Style  C),  Round  Top  Pickets 
are  here  represented.  They  are  painted  a  purple  color  with  best  quality  rustless 
paint,  boiled  in  linseed  oil.  Many  persons,  after  erecting  our  fence  of  this  style, 
touch  it  up  in  various  fancy  colors,  trimming  the  posts  and  lop  rail  in  suitable  con- 
trast, thus  improving  its  appearance. 

Standard  weight  Round  Top  Picket  is  36  inches  high  and  made  from  No.  5  rod. 
Extra  Heavy  Round  Top  is  made  from  No.  4  rod.  The  size  of  the  cables  and  the 
distance  between  pickets  are  same  as  Style  A.  These  painted  fences  having  heavier 
PICKETS  and  at  lower  prices  are  preferred  to  the  Galvanized  article  by  many  buyers. 
Both  these  styles,  (B  and  C,)  are  new  and  meet  an  urgent  demand  for  a  painted  fence.

This  figure  shows  the  rear  view  of  top  section  of  a  "Y"  Tine  Post,  illustrating 
the  adjustable  top,  attachable  to  Line  Posts  after  they  have  been  driven.  Its  purpose 
is  to  carry  the  Pipe  Top  Rail  and  allowing  its  adjustment  to  any  varying  level  of  surface.

GATE  AND  CORNER  POSTS. 


This  figure  illustrates  our  Gate  and  Corner  Post  minus  hinges  and  special  attach- 
ments. They  are  made  from  i^-inch  Steel  Pipe,  with  Malleable  Anchor  Plate, 
similar  to  style  used  with  Line  Post,  except  that  the  anchor  is  larger  and  fastened  to 
the  post  with  a  set  screw  to  avoid  all  turning  of  the  round  pipe  when  fence  cables 
are  attached.     Two  anchors  may  be  used  on  these  posts  if  necessary. 

Both  Post  and  Anchor  should  be  driven,  not  set  by  digging.  The  Ornamental 
Top  should  be  used  on  all  Gate  and  Corner  Posts,  whether  wood  or  metal.  They  are 
easily  attached  after  post  is  driven  and  add  greatly  to  appearance  of  the  Picket  Fence.

STANDARD  LINE  POST. 

Figure  ii  shows  our  Standard  Line  Post,  made  from  "Y"  steel — tne  strongest  pos- 
sible shape  with  least  weight — which  has  a  steel  anchor  that  slips  over  two  flanges 
of  the  post  (after  the  post  has  been  driven)  and  is  then  driven  down  until  the  top  is 
about  one  inch  below  the  ground  surface. 

This  ANCHOR  offers  greater  lateral  resistance  than  a  6-inch  wood  post.  Place 
ANCHOR  in  direction  of  fence  line,  not  at  right  angles  with  it. 


OUR  OLD  STYLE  LINE  POST. 


Figure  12  is  our  original,  or  old  style  Line  Post.  It  is  a  perfect  one,  but  more 
expensive  than  our  present  Standard ;  some  customers  will  have  nothing  else  how- 
ever.

The  new  post  you  can  drive, 
and  then  slip  anchor  over  it,  but  the  old  style,  as 
shown  above,  you  must  dig  post  holes  and  set  the 
post.

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A  WORD  ABOUT  TOP  RAILS. 

We  have  tried  many  shapes,  but  find  nothing  so  effective  and  easy  to  erect  as 
Pipe,  (vSteel  Pipe  v.-hen  obtainable,)  and  hence  have  adopted  it  permanently.  Fence 
is  attached  to  Pipe  Vi'ith  Galvanized  Wire  Hooks  which  we  furnish,  holes  being 
punched  through  the  Pipe  to  receive  thera.  Wood  Top  Rail  should  not  be  ever  4x2, 
and  fence  attached  with  ordinary  fence  staples  to  the  edge  or  2-inch  side  of  the  rail. 
A  Wood  Post  should  not  show  more  than  4  inches  face  to  the  front  of  the  fence. 
Heavy  Posts  and  Top  Rails  are  out  of  place  and  look  clumsy. 

g@°° Field  Fence,  (style  D)  does  not  require  a  Top  Rail ;  simply  stretch  it  from 
Post  to  Post  like  barb  wire. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  ERECTING  STEEL  PICKET  FENCE. 

When  using  the  Steel  Post  and  Rail  we  furnish,  great  care  should  be  exercised 
in  "setting"  or  "driving"  posts  to  have  them  in  perfect  line.  Also  make  sure,  with 
the  use  of  a  plumb  line  or  level,  that  they  are  driven  perpendicularly.  First  drive 
Gate  and  Corner  Posts  e.xactly  where  wanted,  then  draw  a  line  from  one  to  the  other 
by  which  to  drive  the  line  Posts,  placing  the  latter  about  8  or  9  feet  apart.  Slip  the 
Anchor  Plate  on  the  Line  Post  (before  driving,)  at  right  angles  to  the  rib  of  post 
containing  holes  for  attaching  the  fence,  keeping  these  holes  for  attaching  the  cables 
facing  front  the  line  of  the  fence.  Drive  the  Gate  and  Tine  Posts  to  the  required 
depth  (about  2  feet)  taking  care  that  the  posts  are  in  line,  then  drive  the  anchors 
about  one  inch  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  not  omitting  to  tighten  the  set  screw 
in  the  Gate  and  Corner  Post  anchors  to  avoid  all  turning  or  twisting  of  the  posts. 
This  done,  place  the  adjustable  knuckle  in  the  top  of  the  Line  Post  and  adjust 
the  ornament  in  the  top  of  the  Gate  and  Corner  Posts  to  receive  the  Top  Rail,  with 
holes  in  the  latter  facing  the  front,  and  you  are  ready  to  stretch  up  the  fence.  Begin 
with  third  cable  from  the  top,  stretch  this  taut  with  ordinary  barb  wire 
stretcher,  and  then  follow  with  the  other  cables  until  the  pickets  are  vertical.  A 
popular  feature  in  the  Steel  Picket  Fence  is  that  the  pickets  are  always  perpendic- 
ular, no  matter  how  irregular  the  ground  surface  may  be,  if  the  fence  is  properly 
erected. 

Any  one  of  ordinary  intelligence  can  erect  this  fence  on  our  Steel  Post  and  Rail 
without  difficulty  by  observing  the  above  directions,  and  with  Wood  Posts  and  Rail, 
simply  observe  the  instructions  as  to  stretching  the  fence.     It  never  sags  or   gets
